The 
three of us (actually 4 as my oldest 
son joined in) spent about eight 
hours together one day trying 
unsuccessfully to scan and convert 
files. Every file was distorted after 
conversion. Our only success was 
the image we showed at the 
December meeting. Finally, after 
batting around ideas, Matt and I 
successfully converted a file. This 
was partly luck guided by a hunch 


Dale had. Failure was still awaiting us though and we had to find 
one more key. Once the second key was found we converted 100%! 


The only GEOS converter we had requires GIF files. The only 
scanner program we had could not save files as GIFs. Here are the 


main steps in the process: 
1) Scan image 
2) Save to hard drive in TIFF format 


3) Size the image and convert from 256 shades of grey to 


black and white 


4) Convert TIFF to GIF and save on MS/DOS formatted disk 
5) Using the Big Blue Reader, transfer to a Commodore 


formatted disk

Good News - Bad News: First the good 
news, I have received the CPM disk that 
I have been trying to get and have used 
it to format a 1581 disk as well as 
checking out a few other things and it 





works great so far. Now for the bad news, as of this time I haven’t 
figured out just how to move the files onto a 1541 disk yet and 
there are some files that are in subdirectories that I haven’t figured 
out to get to yet. I still have a week to work it out so maybe I 
will have a new systems disk by meeting time. 


I also received a sample disk of CEE 64 ALIVE disk magazine, and 
I will be putting that in the public domain library so anyone who 
is interested can get a copy made. It will take two disks both front 
and back. I haven’t had a chance to check it out at this time so I 
really can’t say if I think it is worth it or not, but I did look at a 
sample a few years ago and thought that it looked like it might 
have some potential. 


I plan to show off the Tax program that we sell at the club during 
our next meeting. I have used this program since we started selling 

it many years ago, and I haven’t had any trouble or regrets with it. 

The program features most of the forms anyone would need as well 

as the Kansas tax return. The thing that I like best is the ability to 

play what if with it so that I can find the best way to file my 
returns. I always try to get it as early as I can so that I can start 
putting in the numbers as they come in. I like to watch as the 
bottom line changes whenever I put in new numbers. The program 

works just like a tax form except you don’t have to do any math 
(lets reword that much math - there is always someone that comes 

up with figures that have to be worked before adding them). Most 
things are carried to where they belong and you don’t have to keep 

chasing around the different forms to find out what belongs where. 

There are some good docs on the disk that should read so that you 
don’t miss any of the features. The docs can be read either on the 
computer or sent to the printer. 


Our club sells the tax program to members for $5 and to 
nonmembers for $25, and that is a savings even to the 
nonmembers since it sells for as much as $40+ from mail in 
catalogs. It is worth the price and its programmer, Harv Harris is 
one of our own members.

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Converting Video Byte images to geoPaint

Like many of you, I had my picture digitized by Nate Dannenberg at the 
December club meeting. Nate stored the images on the flip side of each 
member’s Disk O’Quarter. Now, a picture on a disk by itself isn’t worth 
much. You need a way to look at it. Since the files are in Koala format, 
one method is to use the slide show programs on Disk O’Quarter #2 to view 
the image on your screen. 


As a GEOS enthusiast, what I really wanted was a way to get the pictures 
into geoPaint format. From there, it is a simple process to import it into 
geoPublish and from there to the Zero Page. I found what I was looking for 
in Import Runner by Joseph Buckley. This program will convert standard & 
compressed KoalaPaint, standard & compressed DOODLE!, MacPaint and 
RLE files into geoPaint or GEOS photo scrap format. Here’s an example of 
a Video Byte image converted with Import Runner: 





If you would like to have your portrait converted into geoPaint format, bring 
your Disk O’ Quarter #7 along to the next club meeting or to a GEOS SIG 
meeting. I'll be happy to do the conversion for you.
